EUROPE MAKES BIG STRIDES 


Landing Field* and Better Terminals 


Ar» Needed in the United States to 
Aid Commercial Traffic 
Develop- 


ment*—Five 
Regular 
Pa**cnger 


Routes Already Established—Brit- 
ish

Around Earth. 


Commercial aerial navigation be- 


came a reality !n the United States 
d'cirinj the last year. The sudden 
cessation at hostilities at the close 
of 191S threw hundreds of airplanes 
lato the market, and many of these 
vrere purchased by private compa- 
nies and remodeled lor conjaiereial 
use. 


Airplane manufacturers, whose en- 


ergies had been devoted exclusively to 
the tn&Ung of war machines, also 
turned their attention to the commer- 
cial possibilities of aircraft aad have 
perfected several standard coaimercial 
types. It Is estimated that there are 
more than 2,000 privately owned air- 
craft In the United States. 


Five Routes Established. 


Five regular passenger routes were 


established. The airplane mail serv- 
ice. Inaugurated ilay 15. 1D1S. be- 
tween Xew York and Washington, as 
an experiment, was extended to Cleve- 
land and Chicago and put on a deSnlte 
basis; and scores of private firms pur- 
chased aircraft and utilized them for 
the delivery o* merchandise and news- 
papers and for conducting aerial for- 
es- surveys and patrols. 


Still greater strides were made Jn 


Europe and Australia, where there sre 
few thickly populated centers that do 
cot boast of regular aerial commercial 
traffic, either by airplane or dirigible, 
or both. 
* 


l^ack o* adequate facilities is con- 


sidered one of the principal handicaps 
to aerial commercial traffic develop- 
ments in this country. If 
aerial 


transportation Is to become universal, 
aircraft manufacturers point out that 
there muse be established adequate 
airdromes 
with. 
deSniteiy 
marked 


landing places, convenient to business 
centers and witn facilities for housing 
the airmen and their machines and 
providing them trim fuel and repairs. 


In addition to the regular routes, a 


company at Seattle has started an in- 
ternational air rnaH, operating be- 
tween that city and- Vancouver, B. C. 
Several lamber companies In the 
northwest are ns'ng the airplane for 
forest patrols and surveys. A Xew- 
ark, X. J-. deportment store delivered 
merchandise by airplane to customers 
In. Asbury Park last summer, voile a 
large Chicago clothing bouse made a 
specialty of delivering clothes to col- 
lege students within a 100-mile radius 
of that city. 


Plane Spreads Gospel.

jroviue the materials for the records, 


lich xrill be collated by the board 


of Celtic studies in connection -K-ith 
the university of vra'es, and deposited 
in the AVelsh library. 


Each school is recommended to re- 


tain a duplicate of the record, -which 
can be added to from time to time. 
Space is pro\ided for supplemental 
information on such matters as the 
existence of rural industries; the 
survival of old or carious rustoms or 
crafts; peculiar words or pronuncia- 
tions; local proverbs or quaint say- 
ings; the use of old agricultural im- 
plements; particulars of interesting 
local "characters" trho may have 
been distinguished by their oddities, 
their benefactions, or their services 
during the war.

scheme should not be put into force 
in the other parts of the Cnited King- 
dom.

Professor Ferree's figures check cp 


remarkably with the estimates made 
by the searchlight engineers, who 
pointed out that ;n was unusual that 
eiperiments based on actual exper- 
ience give the same result as careful 
laboratory work under Ideal condi- 
tions. 
The calculations made by 


George B. Grouse, department engi- 
neer, and P. E. Bassett, physicist of 
the Sperry company, showed that one 
candle power Is visible at .46 of a 
mile, while Professor Ferree's esti- 
mate, based on the niinimusa. candle j 
power visible at three meters, shows j 
a candle power to be visible at .56 of 
a mile. The difference Is accounted i

Can Work by Masted Searchlight!. 
The enormous candle power neces- 


sary to proOnce such a beam o£ light 
is Inconceivable to the mind, but not 
Impossible of production. I; would 
not be necessary, Mr. Grouse and 3Ir. 
Bassett believe, to construct one 
s:ng5e reSector. The same result 
would be attained by massing search- 
lights of tremendous mdmdoal candle 
power. And the difficulty would not 
be the production of sufficient current 
to light them but the great cost of 
construction. It is not likely that 
there are enough searchlights la the 
worTS to produce anywhere near 
enough lisht to be seen by the naked 
eye of the Martfens- 


The largest searchlight made by 


the Sperry firm produces 3,280,000.000 
cancle power, but It would take 605.- 
250 of these to produce 766 trillion can- 
dle power. So unless the llartians 
hare some kind of telescopes, it :s n«t 
likely that they will have the oppor- 
tmity right away to catch a flash 
from the earth.
